we nom find he has done in a late Pamphlet

Our Apprehenſions of this made us re- 
fuſe the Encouragement which was offered 
us in New England, and reſolve to come 
home that we might have an Opportunity 
to lay before the World, and before thoſe 
Gentlemen and others who have loſt their 
Eſtates aud Relations in this unhappy Voy- 
age, the true Canſes of our . own aud their 
Misfortunes, and how they might, humanely 
ſpeaking, have been eaſily avoided, had Gap» 
tain Dean been either an honeſt or an able 
Commander. This we think ourſelves obligd 
to do in common Juſtice, and to prevent o- 
thers from ſuffering by him in the like 
manner. 4 . 


We cannot but in the firſt place take no- 
rice of a notorious Falſhood he aſſerts in his 
Preface, That he might have had the 
Atteſtation of ſeveral of his Fellow Suf- 
ferers now in Town to the Truth of

In the next place, as to what he ſays of 


the Encouragement his Narrative met with

y our being confined from appearing in pub- 


lick during our Sickneſs, and that he com- 
pell d us ro ſigu what our Illneſs made us 
uncapable to underſtand ; but when it pleas'd 


God that we recover d our Health, and made 


our Affidavits here ſubjoin'd before Mr. Pen- 


 hallow, a Fuſtice of Peace, and Member of 


Council at Portſmouth in the Province of 
New Hampſhire, New England, zz the 


Preſence of the ſaid Dean, who kad yot the 
Face to deny it, his Character appear'd in a 


true Light, and le was cover d with Shame

Tube Captain has reaſon indeed to com- 


mend the Charity of the Gentlemen of New 


England, which is no more than their 


due, both from him and us, tho we were 


unboppily deprived of the chief Fffetts ef 
it by the Captain's Brother; who Leing the 


Perſon that received it, took care not to 


be

be wanting to the Captain and bimfpelf, 
whereas we had nothing but what was fit 
for ſuch miſerabie Wretches, who were glad 
of any thing, ſince we were then uncapable 
of workeng for better, 


As to what he ſays in his Poſtſcript about 
' Inſurance, we know n0thing further of that 
matter than what we heard on Board, as 
will appear by cur Narrative, viz. That 
there were great Sums inſured upon the 
Ship, the truth of which is more proper for 
the I:quiry of others than us who are only 
Sailors. | 


We come now to the Narrative, wherein 
we ſhall repreſent nothing but the Truth, 
of which we our ſelves had the Misfortune 
10 be Witneſſes, to our great Sorrow, and 
the maniſeſt Danger of our Lives. 


And ſince what we deliver is upon Oath, 
we bipe it will oltain Credit ſooner than the 
tare Word of Captain Dean, his Brother, 
and Mr. Whitworth, who were all Three 
znreveſted Perſons, and but One of them ac- 
quainted with all the Matter of Fatt, which 
for bis own. Reputation and Safety he ac

been obliged to ſet off in falſe Colours. 


Beſides, Mr. Whitworth 7s fii.ce dead, o 


that the Captain has no Vouchers but I im- 
ſelf and his Brother; ad how litile Cre.

THE 


| N ARRATIVE 


\HE Nottingham - - Galley of 120 
Tons, 10 Guns, and 14 Men, 
John Dean Commander, took in 
part of her Lading in the River Thames, 

which was Yo e, and the reſt in Bntter 

and Cheeſe, at Kilhh bags in Ireland. But 
Captain =" Mg in his Narrative has omit- 
ted to acquaint the World that 4 of the 

Guns were uſeleſs, and that not 1 6 
of the Men were capable to Serve in the 
Ship, in caſe of bad Weather. She Sail d 
from Graveſend the 2d Day of Auguſt, 
1710. to the More, and from thence on 
the 7th, with 2 Men of War, and ſeveral 
Merchant-Men under their Convoy, to- 
wards Scotland. When we came off of 
Whitby, the Fleet brought to, and ſeveral 
of the Ships were a- ſtern. We having a 

fine Gale, the Captain ſaid he would Run 


tit, and make the beſt of his way for Ire- 
B land,

land, which we did. And when we were 
on that Coaſt, the 12th of Auguſt, we ſaw 
2 Ships in a Bay, con whom the 
Carkain wou'd have bore down, but the 
Men would not conſent to it, becauſe they 
| ph them to be French Men of War. 
Upon this we ſtood off to Sea till 12 at 
Night; when the Captain coming upon 
Deck, we Saild eaſily in towards the 
Shore, by the Mate's Advice, till Day- 
light, and came fo near Land that we were 
forced to ſtand off. The next Day we ſaw 
the two Privateers again, and the Captain 
propos d to ſtand down towards them, or 
to come to an Anchor; but the Mate and 
the Men oppos d it The Captain was ſe- 
conded in this by Charles Whitworth the 
Merchant, who faid in the hearing of the 
Boatſwain, and others, That hz had rather 
be taken than otherwiſe, tho he had an 
Eighth Part of the Ship, becauſe he had In- 
ſured 200 l. And the Captain ſaid, He had 
rather run the Ship aſhore than perform hes 
Voyage, if ke thought he could be ſafe with 
the Inſurers, b:cauſe his Brother had inſur'd 
300 ll. An her, Accordingly he put in 
towards the Shore, to find out a proper 
Place for that purpoſe, and ordered the 
Boatſwain 0 get the Tackle upon the Boat 


and 
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and hoiſt her overſide, that ſhe might be in 
readineſs to go aſhore. At the ſame time 
the Captain and Charles Whitworth went to 


the Cabbin to get out the beſt of their 


Goods in order to carry them with them; 


and putting them up in a Cheſt, comman- 


. ded the Men to carry them into the Boat, 
which they did. The Captain promis'd 
that we ſhould want for nothing, and re- 
ſolv'd to go aſhore; ſo that we all plainly 
ſaw he was reſolv'd to loſe the Ship. But 


he was oppoſed by the Mate Chriſtopher 


Langmann, who u rought the Veſſel through 


between the Main and an Ifland, and ſhe 


- arriv'd ſafely at Killhbags in Ireland that 
ſame Night. 


We took in the reſt of our Lading there 


the 25th of September, being 30 Tons of 
Butter, and above 300 Cheeſes, and faiPd 


for Boſton in New- England ; which we were 


. 


very uncapable to do, becauſe the Cap- 


tain, by his barbarous Treatment of our 


Men, had diſabled ſeveral of em, and 
particularly two of our beſt Sailors were 


ſo unmercifully beat by him, becauſe they 
oppos d his Defign abovemention'd, that 
they were not able to work in a Month. 

This gave us a very melancholy Proſpect 


of an unfortunate Voyage, ſince we per. 


B 2 ceiv'd

ceivd he would either loſe the Ship, or 
betray her to the French, becauſe ſhe was 
inſured for much above the Value. Be- 
ſides, he put us to ſhort Allowance, ſo that 
we had but one Quart of Water per Head 
in twenty four Hours, and had nothing to 
eat but ſalt Beef, which made us ſo dry 
that we were forc'd to drink the Rain 
Water that run off the Deck. And the 
Captain was ſo barbarous that he knock d 
down one of our Men for dead, becauſe 
when he found the Hold open, he went 
and drew a Gallon of Water to quench our 
Thirſt. In the mean time he wanted no- 


thing himſelf, tho he pretended to us that 


he confin d himſelf alſo to ſhort Allowance, 
yet we knew the contrary. 


When we came to the Banks of New- 


foundland we ſaw a Ship which made all 
the Sail ſhe could towards us, and ſoon 
came up with us. The Captain and Mr. 
Whitworth hoping ſhe was a Frenchman, 
put on their beſt Apparel, and gave us 
as much ſtrong Beer and Brandy as we 
could drink: But it prov'd to be the Pom- 
PEY Galley of London, Captain Den Com- 
mander, at Which ue rejoic d, tho' our 
Captain was melancholy. We continu'd 
our Courſe towards New Erglaud; and 

the 
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the firſt Land we made was Cape Sables, 


which is about 50 Leagues from Boſton in 
that Country. 

We mad: the beſt of our way for that 
Port, but the Wind blew hard, fo that 


we were ſeveral Days without ſight of 


Land, and were forced to hand all our 
Sails, and lie under our Mizzen-Ballaſt till 
Daylight; when the Boatſwain having the 


_ Morning Watch diſcover d Land to the 
| Leeward, with which he acquainted the 
Captain and the Mate, who both came 


upon Deck. The Captain ſaid that was 
the firſt Land we had made, wherein he 


was juſtly contradicted by the Mate, which 


causd ſome Words between em: For 
in Truth we made Cape Sables a Week be- 
fore; and if we had kept our Courſe then, 
according to the Opinion of the Mate and 
Ship's Company, we had, in all Probabili- 
ty, arriv'd ſafe the next Day at Beſton, but 
the Maſter laying the Ship by, and the 
next Day proving moderate Weather, and 


the Wind coming to the Welt, we ſtood 
away to the North, and ſo it was a Week 


before we made Cape Porpus, which was 
the ſame Day we were loſt; ſo untrue is it 


what the Captain ſays, that the firſt Land 
ue made was to the Eaſt of Piſcataq ua.

After thoſe Words had paſsd with the 
mr the Captain went down to ſerve us 
With Water, according to Cuſtom, and in 
the mean time the Capiain's Brother took 
a Bottle of Water trom the Mate, and 
ſtruck him; upon which the Captain 
coming out of the Hold, he took up a Per- 
riwig Block, with which he came behind 
the Mate, and ſtruck him three Blows on 
the head, upon which he fell down and 
lay as dead for ſeveral Minutes, all in 
Blood. This was very diſcouraging to 
the Seamen, who durſt not ſpeak to him 
for fear of the like Treatment. Soon af— 
ter this barbarous Action we perceiv'd 
the Ship in Danger by being ſo near Land; 
upon which the Boatſwain being on the 
Watch call d the Captain, and the Mate, 
who being ſcarce recovered came on the 
Deck all in Gore? and told the Captain 
be had no Buſineſs ſo near the Land, ex- 
cept he had a Mind to loſe the Ship, and 
therefore deſir d him to han! further off, 


or elſe he would be aſhore that Night, * 


The Captain anſwer'd, That he wou d not 
take his Advice though the Ship ſhould og to 
the Bottom, tlreatned to /hoot the Mate 
with a Piſtol, and told him, be would do 
what he pleas'd except they confin d him to 
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4 lis Cabbin. It fell out according as thę 
Mate had ſaid; we run aſhoar that Night 
* being the 117% of December, between 8

and 9 a Clock, when the Ship ſtruck up- 


on Boos Iſland, a Rock three or four Leagues 
Faſt from Piſcataqua. And here the Cap- 


tain is falſe again 1n his Narrative, when 


he ſays p. 2. that be ſaw the Breakers ahead, 
upon which be call'd out to put the Helm 


hard on the Starboard; for he was then 


uncreſſing himſelf to go to Bed, according 
to his uſual Cuſtom. When the Ship 


{truck the Boatſwain told the Captain, be 
had made his Words good, and loft the Ship 


on purpeſe, whereas bad he taken the Mate's 


Advice, he might in all protalility have 


| been ſafe at Boſton Ten Days before. The 


Captain bid him hold his Peace, He 
was ſorry for what had happen d, but we 
muſt now all prepare for Death, there being 
no Probability to eſcape it. Upon this ſe- 


veral of our Men went on the Deck, but 
. - cou'd not ſtay there, becauſe the Sea broke 
in all over the Ship. Then the Captain, 


who had been Curſing and Swearing be- 


fore, began to cry and howl for Fear of 
loſing his Life. The Boatſwain and ano. 


ther went into the Hold to ſee if there 


was any Water there, and finding there 
was,

| ay we went all into the Cabbin to Pray- 
being in hopes the Ship would lie 
whole til] Daylight. Soon after this the 
Mate, though hardly able, went with ſome 
others above Deck ; for this Surprize made 
him forget his Pain. He ſpoke to the 
Captain, and told him, 1: was his Buftneſs 
to encourage the Men, and not to diſhearten 


them : Yet till be inſiſted it was impoſſi- 


ble for us to ſave our Lives, However, 
the Mate with three others cut down the 
Main-Maſt and Fore- Maſt, which by God's 
Ailifiance prov'd the Means of our Preſer- | 
vation; for the Fore-Maſt fell on the Rock 
with one End, and the other reſted on 
the Ship. The Mate went afterwards in- 


to the Cabbin, and deſired the Captain to 


uſe his Endeavcurs to fave the Men, for 
the Ship would immediately fink, and it 
was not time to think of ſaving any thing, 
but to get aſhore as light as we cou'd. By 
this Time the Water came out of the 
Hold, and the Sea beat over the Deck, ſo 
that there was no ſtanding upon it. The 
Mare got firſt on the Maſt, and with great 
Difficulty eſcap'd to the Rock. He was 
follow'd by two others, who likewiſe got 
on Sore, but were ſcarce able to ſtand 
on the Rock, from whence they hallowd 
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to us to follow them, and we not hear? 
ing them any more than once, were afra 
they were waſh d off by the Waves. This 
put us into a mighty Conſternation, ſo that 
we knew not whether it were beſt to fol- 


* low them, or to ſtay on board till it was 


Day. The Captain was for the latter 
but it being dead lo- Water, the Tide 


. of Flood coming on, and the Wind Le- 


ginning to blow hard, the Sea beat into 
the Cabbin while we were at Prayers, 
Which forced us to go upon Deck : Some 
more of our Men eſcap'd to the Shore by 
help of the Maſt, as the others had done, 
and call'd to us to make hafte and follow 
them, which we did, and by the Bleſſing 
of God got ſafe to the Rock, though not 
without much Danger, being forced to 
crawl upon our Hands and Knees we were 
fo heavy with Water, and the Rock ſo 
ſlippery, 
Here again the Captain 1s falſe in the 
ſecond Page of his Narrative; for he nei- 
ther call d us down to Prayers, nor order'd 
us up again, nor did he either command 
or allift at cutting down the Maſt, We 
know not whom he points at, where he 
ſays, ſeveral of the Company did fo fink 


under Racks of Conſcience, that they 
C Were 
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were not able to ſtir; for he himſelf had 

as great Reaſon to be under Terror of Con- 
ſcience as any Man, ſince he was the 
Cavſe of all our Misfortunes. According- 
ly he cryed heartily, and begg'd the Mate 
to do what he cou'd to fave us, for he 
himſelf cou'd do nothing. Nor was the 
Captain ever upon the Deck but once, 
when he held by the Long: Boat, cryed 
out, and preſently went down again, 
which greatly diſcouraged us, fo that had 
it not bcen for the Mate, Sc. who cut 
down the Shrowds, c. as above-men- 
tion'd, we had all periſh d. He is alſo un- 
juſt to the Mate in his third Page, where 
he ſays, That ore of the Men went out on 
the Holiſprit, aud returning, told the Captain 
he ſaw ſometheug Lach ahead, and would 
adventure to get en Shore, accompa xrcd with 
any ether Terſon; upon which the C aptain 
pretends he defired ſome of his beſt Swim- 
mers, the Mate and one more, to go with 
him, and if they recover'd the Rock, to 
give Notice . their Calls, and direct the 
reſt to the mot ſ.cure Place; fer it was 
the Mate who went on the Boitſprit and 
diſcover'd the Land. Aber which he de- 
fired the Cap ain and tl 1eft to go aſhore 
before he artempicd if limieif; but find- 


ing 


„„ 
ing them all dcad-hcarted, the Mate, who 
ccud not ſwim, as the Captain alledges, 
got on Shore by the Maſt as above-men- 
tiona'd. The Captain is alfo falſe in aſſert- 
ing that he attempted to ſave his Money, 
Brandy, Ammunition, &c. for our Relief, 
ſince he had not the Value of one Guinea 
aboard in Money. It is equally falſe that 
he tore his Arms and Fingers in ſuch a 
lamentable manner in climbing up the 
Rock; for not one Man was hurt in get- 
ting aſhore. Nor was the Captain in dan- 
ger of being v aſh'd off from the Yard, the 
Water there bcing no decper than our 
Middle, EY 

When we got aſhore we found it to 
be a defolate (mall Iſland, without any 
Shelter ; aud being wet, and having bat 
tew Clothes, ſome began to deſpair of 
being able to live there till the Morning; 
and beſides, we were not certain but it 
might be over flow'd at high Tide. We 
comtorted our ſelves however, the beſt 
we cou'd, and though we expected to pe. 
riſh there, return'd God Thanks fer giving 
us ſome more Time to repent. In this diſmal 
Condition we continued till next Morning, 
without any thing to refreſh us: But be- 
ing in hopes that the Wreck would re- 
: „ main 
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main till Daylight,, and that we might 
recover ſome of our Proviſions, we ſent 
a Man down to ſee what was become of 
her, but he brought us Word that he 
cou'd ſee nothing of her. When Day- 
light came we went to look for the Wreck 
in a cold and hungry Condition; but 
found nothing cxcepr one half Cheeſe, 
entangled in a Piece of a Rope, and 
this w= equally diſtributed among us. 
Soon after we tound a Piece of fine Lin- 
nen and Canvas, of which we cndea- 
vour'd to make a Tent, and effected it at 
laſt by the help of the Boatſwain the ſe- 
cond Day, and this preſervd us from be- 
ing all frozen to Death, as our Cook was 
in a little Time to our very great Grief, 
ſince we look'd upon it as a certain Pre- 
ſage that we ſhould all have the fame 
Fate. We carried the Corpſe to the Sea- 
| fide, from whence it was ſoon waſh'd off 
by the Flood. Here the Captain publiſhes 
another Falſhood in his fifth Page, 45 te 
ſays he knew where he was; for he acclared 
to us that he Knew not : Nor is there any 
more Truth in the Compaſſion he there 
alledges that he ſhew'd to the Cook when 
he was a dying. 


When 
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When the Weather clear'd we diſco- 
ver'd the main Land, which we fyppos d 
to be about a League from us. This 
fill'd us with Hopes that by the Provi- 
dence of Ged we ſhould ſoon be deliver d. 
ſor which we return d him J hanks, and 
immediately fer about building a Boat 
put of part of the Wreck which was 
drove aſhore, and heartily pray'd, that 
God would give us Succels. We were 
10 cold, hungry and ſeeble, that it was 
ſcarce poſlible for us to do any thing, nor 
could we walk on the Rock in order to 
| keep us warm, it was ſo cragꝑgy, une ven 
an ſlippery. We made ſhift however to 
t:niſh our Boat, the Bottom of which was 
"made of Three Planks, and the Side was 
Half a Plank High. We cork'd and lin'd 
1t with Canvas the beſt we could, and 
made it about I welve Foot Long and Four 
Foor Wide, thinking it ſufficient to hold 
'S.x of us. 
Atter this ſome Controverſie happen'd 
who the Six ſhould be. The Carpenter 
pleaded his Right to be one, becauſe he 
budt it; the Captain plead. d to be ano- 
ther, which was agreed to; and the Boat- 
{wain was thought fit to be one, becauſe 
biz ſpoke the Indian Language; but at laſt 
N it

it was concluded that the Mate, the Cap- 
tain's Brother, Charks Whitworth, and 
George White, ſhould be the Men; and 
we carricd the Boat to the Shore, where 
we launch'd her, putting on Board ſuch of 


the Carpenter's Tools as we had ſav d 


ſrom the Wreck, in order to build a better 
when we came on Shore, We begg'd the 
Aſſiſtance and Direction of God, and ſome 
of our Company went into the Boat, ta- 
king leave of the reſt, and promiſing to 
bring them Relief as ſoon as poſſible. But 


the Boat overſet, by which our Men were 


almoſt drown'd, and narrowly eſcaped 
again to the Rock. Tlie Boatſwain held 
the Boat almoſt an Hour with a Rope in 
hopes to fave her till the Weather grew 
more calm, and the Gunner came to his 


Aſſiſtance, but ſoon after ſhe was ſtav'd 


to pieces, Which was a great Mortification 


to us. We thank d God however that 
he was pleas'd again to preſcrve ſo many 


of us, tho the iime for cur Relief was 
not yet come. The Captain 1s out in his 
Account, pag. 7. when he ſays, our Boat 
had a Maſt and a Sail, for ſhe had nci- 


cher. 


The 
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The Wind blowing hard, and there | 
being a great Snow we betook our ſelves | 
to Prayer, and carneſtly begg'd thit God | 
would have mercy en us, and conſider 1 
our deplorable Condition. Being wet 
2 with our Endeavours to launch the Boat, | 
our Cloaths freczed to our Backs, which 
proved fatal to our Carpenter, who died 
a few Days after. The next Day prov'd | 
- fair Weather, ſo that we could ſee the 
o + Houſes on the main Land, and ſeveral 
t * Boats rowing to and fro, which rejoyc'd 
e us very much; and after praying that 
d God might direct ſome of them to us, we 
d _ ſhew'd our ſelves on ſeveral Places of the 
n 
W 
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© Rock, and hallow'd to them, but they 
could not hear us. This quits diſcourag'd 
is us again, for we had no Proviſions but 
d ſome ſmall pieces of Cheeſe, four or five 
n pieces of Beef, and one Neats Tongue | 
at that we recover d out of the Wreck, and „ 
a ſmall quantity of this was diſtributed a- 
as mong us every Morning when we went 
115 round the Rock to ſce if it would plcafe 
at God to ſend us any further Proviſions. At 
cl» Jaſt George White, one of our Number, 
found ſome Muſcles at Low Water, for 
which we return d God Thanks, and we 
he found about as many for two or three days 
_ : . 


as fix or ſeven came to eich Man's ſhare 3 


but the Weather was ſo cold, and the 
Tides tell out ſo late in the Night that we 
could get no more. The Captain then 
told us, We muſt ſhift fer our ſelves, there 
being nothing now for us to truſt 10 lut the 
Merci s of God. There being a piece of 
a Cows Hide on the Fore. Yard of the 
Wreck, we cut it into ſmall pieces and 
ſualowd it down, which reviv'd us a 
little. Some of our Company got Sea 
Weed, which was alſo fhar'd among us 
and this was all the Entertainment we had 
for ſcveral Days; but ſtill we liv'd in 
hopes of being deliver'd from this diſmal 
Place; and the Captain told us, If re were, 
he would ſell the Cables, Anchers and Guns 
that were calt aſhore, for our Mainte- 
nance. In this Diſtreſs our Mate perceiv- 
ing a large Sea Gull in a Hole of the Rock, 


he knock'd it down with the Handle of 


2 S2wce Pan, brought her into the Tent, 


ard ſhar'd ber among us, to our great Re- 
Ich. . 

Perceiving no hopes of any Boats com- 
ing to us, a ſtout Dutchman, one of our 
Company, propos d the making of a Raft, 
and proffer'd to encervour to get aſhore 
with it himſeif, if no body elte v ould. 
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This Propoſal being well reliſh'd, ſuch of 


us as were able clear'd the Fore Yard of the 
Rigging with a great deal of Trouble, for 
want of ſufficient Strength and neceſſary 
Inſtruments ; and having ſplit it in two to 
make the Sides of the Raft, and faſtning the 
End pieces with Nai!s, we put a Plank in 


the Middle, with a Maſt, and a Sail made of 
two Hammocks, and actordingly launch'd 


her, with George White and the Dutchman 
upon upon it, giving them Orders, if they 
ot aſhore, to acquaint the People with 


- obr Diſtreſs, and to beg their Haſtening 


to our Aſſiſtance. But the Raft overſer, 
by which the Men were almoſt drown'd, 
ſo that none would venture upon it again 
except the Durchman and another. We 
pray d heartily for their Succeſs, and ſaw 
them paddle along till the Sun was down, 
and they àppear'd to us to be ſo near the 


Shore, that we hoped they might Land

Upon this the Captain propos'd the

becauſe of his Weakneſs ; whereupon one 
Charles Gray help'd the Captain to do it, 


and brought 1n ſeveral pieces of the Corps 
into the Tent, where ſome of dur Men eat 


of it; but the Mate, the Boatſwain, and 
George White wou'd not touch any of it till 


next Day that they were forced to it by 


Extremity of Hunger. BO 

Here the Captain is guilty of ſeveral 
Heads, and particularly pag. 11, Oc. for 
he was ſo far from offering to go aſhore 
on the Raft, that he ſaid, Le? who will go, 


etwas all one to him, Nor did the Dutch- 


man Or Swede ever deſire the Captain to 
go with him or help him to turn the Raſt; 
nor did the Captain aſſiſt George White to 
get aſhore when he was overfet in the 
Raft. It is likewiſe falſe, that the other 
Man who wen: off in the Raft was found 
dead with a Paddle faſtned to his Wriſt, 
for his Corps was found about 300 Yards 
from the Store, and no Paddle to his 
Wriſt. 
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Wriſt. *Tis likewiſe talſe, that the Cap: 
rain went ſeveral times out alone to look 


for Proviſions, for George White was always 


with him. Nar 1s it true, that the piece of 
Cow's Hide beforementioa d was brought 
into the Tent by the Captain's Order, for 


George White brought it without his 
Knowledge. Ir is likewiſe falſe, that the 
Men firſt requeſied the Carpenter's dead 
Body of the Captain to eit, for he himſelf 
was the firſt that propes'd it, and the 
Three Deponents refus'd to eat any of it 
until the next Morning that the Captain 
brought in ſome of his Liver and intreated 


em to eat of it; ſo that the Captain's 


Pretenſions of being moved with Horror 
at the Thoughts of it, are falſe, for there 
was no Man that cat more of the Corps 
than himſelf. It is likewiſe faltc, that any 
of the Men removed the dcad Body from 
the Place where they laid it at firſt, It 1s 
alſo untrue, that the Captain order'd 
his Skin, Head, Hands, Sc. to be buried 
in the Sea, for theſe we left on the Ifland 
when we came off. Nor is there any more 
Truth in the Care which the Captain a- 
ſcribes to himſelf, in hindring us to eat 
too much of the Corps leſt it ſhould pre- 
Judice our Health, for we all agreed, the

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Night before we come off, to limit our 


ſelves, leſt our Deliverers ſhould be de- 
tain'd from coming to us. And as to our 
Tempers being alter'd after the eating of 
humane Fleſh, as the Captain charges us, 


p. 16, we can ſafely declare, that tho' he 
ſays, There was nothing to be heard among 


us but brutiſh Quarrels, with hoxrid Qaths 


and Imprecations, all the Oaths we heard 
were between the Captain, his Brother, 
and Mr. Whirworth, who often quarrel'd 
about their Lying and Eating. And 
whereas the Captain often went to Praycrs 
with us before we had the Corps to eat, he 


never, to our hearing, pray d afterwards, 


but behav'd himſelf fo impiouſly, that he 


was many times rebuked by the Mate and 


others for profane Swearing, 


Having agrecd with the Men we ſent 


off on the Raft, that they ſhould kindle a 
Fire if they got ſafe on Shore, we were 
rejoic'd upon the fight of a Smoke, hoping 
that had been the Signal they promis'd, 
but it was not. Soon after that we per- 
ceiv d a. Boat coming towards us, which 
made our Hearts leap for Joy, and we 
return'd Thanks to God for the Proſpect of 
a ſpeedy Deliverance. The Boat came to 
an Anchor along he fide of the Rock, but

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could not get aſhore; and we call'd to em 
for Fire, which the Maſter ſent us by one 
cf his Men in a ſmall Canoe, but no Pro- 
viſions. This was the 22d Day after we 
had b en on this d-{)late Rock, ſo that 
the Man was frightcn'd at the ſight of fo 
diſmal a Spectacle. We all got about 
him, and cryed for Joy. He told us,

The next Day it blowed very freſh, 
fo that no Relief could come to us; but 
on the 4th of January in the Morning, the 
Weather being fair, ſcveral Sloops came 
towards us, and one Cance came aſhore 
with Four Men, Two of. which were 
Captain Log and Captain Forbe, Com- _ 
manders of Ships, and ſoon carried us all 
off on board their Veſſel; for ſeveral of 
us had our Legs fo frozen, and were ſo 

weak that we could not walk. Theſe 

Gentlemen took great, Care of us, and 

would not ſuffcr us to eat or drink but a 

little at a time, leſt it ſhould do us hurt. 

Night we arrived at Pfcataqua in New 

Erglard, where we were all provided 

for, and had a Doctor appointed to look 

after us. We were Ten who came aſhore, 

Two of us having died on the Ifland, and 

Iwo being loſt that were ſent off on the 

Raft.

and was once in Danger of being carry- 
cd off by the high Tide, which obliged'us 


to remove it to the higheſt Part of the 
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of his Lodgings by the Captain, while he 
Was beth ſickx and lame. But as ſoon

Rock. We had nothing to lie on but 


the Stones, and very few Cloathes to co- 
ver us; Which, together with our Hun- 


ger, made our Lives a Burden to us. 


Some Days after our Arrival, the Cap- 


tain drew up a Proteſt, which was ſign d 
by the Mate, being then very ill of a Flux 
and Fever; and alſo by the Boatſwain 


Geo. White, who was alſo ill, and declared 


that he did it for fear of being put out 
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as the Deponents recover'd, they declar d 
the Captain's Proteſt to be falſe, Sc. as 
may be ſcen by the Depoſit ions herennto 
annex d. 

Ihe Captain falſly aſcribes to himſelf, 
fp: 17. the firſt Diſcovery of the Sloop that 
came to relieve us, whereas it was firſt 
diſcover'd by Chriſtopher Gray, the Gun- 
ner, he being ſent out on purpoſe by the 
Mate, who the Night before had dreamt 
of the Sloop's Arrival. The Captain like- 
wiſe falſly magnifies his own Danger of 
being drowned; when the Canoe was o- 
verſer, fince the Water then was ſcarce 
half a Yard deep; and inſtead of being 
thankful to God for his own and our 
Deliverance, he returned with the Dog to 
his Vomit, and behav'd himſelf ſo bru- 
riſfily, that his Friend Captain Parver was 
obliged to turn bim out of his Houſe. | 
He was ſo little ſenſible of the Merciful 
Deliverance from the Danger he had ef- 
caped, that he barbarouſly told the Chil- 


dren in his Lodging, he would have made _ 


a Frigaſy of them it he had had *em in Boon 
{ſands which frighten'd the People that 
heard him, and made them cftzem him 
a Brute, as he was. He likewiſe wrong d 
us of what the Good People gave us to- 
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wards our Relief, and applycd it to his 
own and his Brother's Uſe ; and yarticy- 
larly when Captain Joh Nen worth gave 
ſeveral of our Men good Cicatiss, Cap- 
tain Dean came and order d chem the 
worſt that could be had; and was like. 
wiſe fo barbarous as to get us turn'd out 
of our Lodgings, before we were able to 
ſhift for our ſelves. 

All this we avouch to be Truth, and 
have no other End in publiſbing it, but to 
teſtify our Thankfulneſs to God for his 
Great Deliverance, and to give others 


Warning not to truſt their Lives or E- 


ſtates in the Hands of ſo wicked and bru- 
tiſh a Man. 

For the Truth of what we have deli- 
ver d, we refer to the Affidavits ſubjoined, 
which we made concerning this Matter 
both in New England, and ſince our Arr: 


val at London.

An Account of our intended 
Voyage, and ſome Accidents 
that happer'd therein from 
the River of Thames to Ire- 
land, in the Nottingham- 
Galley, John Dean Ma- 


ſter. 


Igaſt the 7th, 1710. we ſaild from 
the More in company with her Ma- 
jeity's Ship Sheerneſs, the then being appoin- 
ted a Convoy for the North Britain Fleet, 
which we parted from oft of Whz:by, and 
made the beſt of our Way. _ . 
The 21ſt itto we faw two bail, and 
that they gave chace to us, th. being to 
the Leeward of us about use Leag ues. 
It being then the Maſter's Watciz on tie 
Duck, he called the Mate, and to'd him, 
That he ſaw Two Privatcers As fon es 
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the Mate came on the Deck, he deſired 
the Maſter to run in Shore to the Wind- 
ward of the Ifland of Arras, we then be- 
ing about Iwo Leagues to the Windward 
of it. But the ſaid Maſter would have 
gone in to Leeward, which we could not 
have done without ſpeaking with the a- 
foreſaid Ships; and he propoſed it ſeveral 
times; but the Mate nor none of the 
Ship's Company would conſent to it, but 
told him, That if he did, we could not poſſi- 


bly efcape the Enemy. Charles Whitworth 


then ſaid in the hearing of the Boatſwain 
and ſome others of the Ship's Company, 
That he had rather le taken than not, for 


he had Two Hundred Peunds Juſured ; he 


having an Eighth Part of the Ship, as he 


ſaid. | 


The Maſter the next Day won!d have 
gone aſhore and leſt the Ship, and put a 
Cheſt and ſeveral other things in the Boat. 


Ihe Mate told bim, That he would not con- 


ſent to any ſuch Thing, for he then ſaw nd 


Danger of being Tak-n, and told the ſaid 
Maſter, That is was early in the Morning, and 
but Seven Leagues from our Port, and a fair 
Wind to run ling the Shore, The ſaid 
Maſter was then heard to fay by the Boat- 
Wwain and ſeveral of the Ship's Company, 
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That if he thought the Inſurance would be 
paid, he would immediately run ler aſbore. 
So that we all plainly ſaw that he was 
willing to loſe the ſaid Ship. The Mate told 
him, That if he would, by God's &fſRance 
he might fetch his Port before Nigbt, if he 
would make Sail; but if he had a Deſign to 

give the Ship away, he mizht. The ſaid 

Maſter found the Mate was not willing 
to what he propoſed, and that he could 
not obtain his Deſire, he made Sail, and 
about Six or Seven 1n the Evening we ar- 
rived ai our deſired Port K:#/ybags, where 
we took in 30 Tons of Butter and ;co and 
odd Checſes. 2 

September 25, 1710. we fail d from this 
Port, bound for Baſton in New England. 

December 11. 1510. we being then on 
the Coalt of New England, and cloſe on 
Board of Cape Porpus, the Mate told him, 
That he did not know any buſineſs we had ſo 
nigh the Shore, and that it was his better 
wa} !o Haul further to the Southward, The 
laid Maſter wculd not take his Advice it 
the Sup went to the Bottom. 

At or about Eigut this Morning the ſaid 
Maſter came to the Mate and knock'd him
